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ABSTRACT 

In November 1975, a committee of 13 editors of 
national surveys of educational research met in Strasbourg, Austria 
to: (1) report on the present state of research in each country; (2) 
discuss the current status of the European Documentation and 
Information System for Education (EODISED) Research and Development 
experiment; (3) discuss procedures for improving subsequent surveys 
of educational research; and (4) revise the worksheet used to report 
survey results. This document summarizes the conference agenda; it 
includes a list of participants and a summary of the revisions made 
to the survey report vorksheet. (EHH) 
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1 • Editors of national surveys of educational research, at 
the invitation of the Commission of the European Communities, 
and members of the Bureau of the Committee for Educational 
DocAomentation and Information, at the invitation of the 
Council of Europe, met in Luxem'bourg on 18-19 Novem'ber 1975. 
The editors froip thirteen States parties to the European 
Cultural Convention attended the meeting; Italy and Spain 
v;ere not represented. Five Bureau memhers participated in 
the meeting. The European Communities \^ere represented Toy 
staff members of the Commission, BG XII and BG XIII, and the 
Secretary of the European Parliament's Committee on Culture 
and Youth. The meeting v^as chaired by Mr. B. Gran, Svieden. 
The list of participants is given in Appendix I and the 
agenda adopted by the meeting in jflppendix II. 

Reports on the present state of the EU BISEB , project and 
of the nation al surveys of educational research 

Z. After the meeting had been opened by the Commission of 
the European Communities and the Secretariat of the Council of 
Europe, the Secretariat reported on the present state of the 
LUBISEB project, especially on the completion of the EUBISEB 
R & B experiment and the ongoing experiments in the fields of 
inform-ation exchange on audio-visual educational media 
(EUBISEB-AV) and of abstracting of scientific periodicals 
specialising in education (LUBISiiiB-SP) . 

3. Each of the thirteen editors gave a detailed report on 
the present state of the national surveys of educational 
research in the country concerned and ansv.ered questions. 
Participants noted that after the publication of the 1971-72 
surveys, the 1973-74 surveys had already been published or 
were about to be published in Austria ^ Benmark^ Federal 
Republic of Ge rm.any, Finlan d, France, Ne therlands, Norway , 
Spai n, S-wedenr Svvitg erland a nd ' Turkey . As for the United 
Kingdom , the'N¥tional Foundation for Educational Research 
(NFER) v/ill publish in summer 1976 a survey of ongoing 
research in England, Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland. 
Bata on some 2,000 projects begun in the last two years are 
at present being computer processed at the British Library, 
London, in conformity with EIjBISEB requirements and the 
publication will be for sale. The hope was expressed at 
the meeting that the survey could be conducted at regular 
intervals. Bifficulties in the preparation of the surveys 
had arisen in Bel&iiim and Ireland . Participants recommended - 
without wishing to interfere m any way in national matters - 
that the Belgian authorities examine whether there were 
possibilities within the framework of existing bilateral 
cultural agreements to conclude contracts to produce surveys 
for the French-speaking part of the country with an agency in 
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France already active in the field, and for the Flemish- 
speaking part v;ith a similar agency in the Netherlands • In 
the case of Ij^eland it v,as recommended that the Education 
Ministry contact one of the existing research organisations 
for the preparation of these surveys. As for Ita ly, 
participants expressed the hope that the authorities concerned 
v5ould see to it that their country joined the system once 
generally established. Ac regards the Federjl o f 
G-erma ny > the German participants report eT'^'that a proposal ' 
v,'as lit present imder study Viherehy the computer-hased 
current awareness lists of ongoing research y;ould he 
continued... at. regular intervals; the Secretariat of the 
Bducation Ministers: ' Conference v;ould continue to he 
responsible for reporting on completed research.. Participants 
recommended a solution on these or similar lines which v^ould 
ensure full coverage of educational research in the coimtry, 
again without thereby wishing to interfere in national decisions. 

4. Thus, thfe 1973-74 surveys would he prepared, published 
and exchanged according to the old system established by the 
editors at their previous annual meetings. The purpose of 
this meeting was to examine whether the techniques used in 
carrying out the BUBISiiD R L 'D experiment could be applied to 
the survey system: if it were possi ble to reac h an agreement 
on a new m o dified procedure y it coul d be jjnjp^^^ for the 
1975-76 anT s ubsequen'T f rom January 1 ;^7 l>^ ,onwa rd_s .

5. The worksheet used for the SUDIriDD R & I> experiment had 
been revised in the light of experience by Mr. J. Viet, France, 
and Mr. J. Linfcrd, United Kingdom, and the new draft had been 
submitted to participants' in docuraent DECS/Doc (75) 26. The 
document was discussed in great detail. It was decided to

6. The Secretariat v/as requested to transmit the new text 
of the guidelines and the worksheet in sufficient copies. in 
both English and French to all editors and national agencies 
concerned. 

Iroccdure for co- operation in 1976 

1. Having adopted the EUDISLD R cL 3) v^orksheet 1976, participants 
V/ent on to discuss its application and details of their co-opera- 
tion as from January 1976 on^\ards. A dr aft ag:reement on the 
f ol lovan g principles was reached. 

7.1 Each of the editors/national agencies co-operating 
under this agreement v;ill complete a v/crksheet for 
each R L 3) project on which they wish to provide^ 
inforaation and send the completed worksheets at* 
regular intervals to the British Library, London, 
for processing. The computer print-outs will be 
sent back for proof-reading to the national agency 
concerned which will receive the final print-outs 
for publication of an annual national R L D survey 
and/ or of national current awareness lists.

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7.2 The final print-outs will also he sent to the 

Council of" Europe. .for pul)lication> -ai its expense, 
of four - six BUDISED R&D Bulletins, each 
containing the processed data on some 500 R&D 
projects covering all.,participating countries, • 
The Bulletin will lie distrilDUted \)y the^'national 
agencies. It v/ill l)e free of charge in ,1976 and 
v;ill be on sale from 1977 onwards, the price to 
be discussed at a later meeting of the editors. 

8. Participants being aware that this draft agreement had 
to be endorsed by their national authorities concerned and 
that further clarification of technical details was required 
prior to its implementation, decided that all the editors 

or persons representing a national agency at the meeting 
should reply in writing to the Secretariat to the following 
questions by 

31 December 1 97^ : 

8.1 Is your country prepared to co-operate under this 
agreement ? 

8.2 If "Yes,'^ how many EUDISED R&D worksheets 
(approximate number) will be completed in 1976 ? 
(it being understood that the selection of projects 
to be reported on worksheets is a national matter) 

8.3 In which months, approximately, in 1976 will the 
completed worksheets be sent to the British Library, 
London ? (to facilitate planning at the British 
Library) 

8.4 How many copies of the EUDISED R & D Bulletin will 
be needed in 1976 for free distribution in your 
country ? (to facilitate budgetary and administrative 
provision at the Council of Europe) 

The Secretariat ^was requested to inform all editors and 
national agencies concernedj as well as the British Library, 
of the results of this enquiry. 

9. "In this connection further details of co-operation in 
1976 were discussed* Participants noted that data processing 
was carried out by computer in Vienna, Berlin > Aar^au 
(Switzerland) and for the MFER in LondoiH They further took 
note of the fact that software was not yet available to 
transform national tapes to meet EUDISED, requirements. The 
offer by the Austrian and Swiss editors to examine with their 
authorities how far manual completion of worksheets in 1976 
would be possible was gratefully accepted, and it was hoped 
that a satisfactory solution to this problem could also be 
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fo\md for 1976 in the Federal Republic of Germany and the 
United T^ingdou. Ho\^eYcr, £.s this could jnly he a temporary 
device, and as further agencies could soon he expected to 
get computer access, participants urged the Bureau of the 
Committee for Educational Documentation and Information to 
sec to it that the editors/agencies conceded could meet in 
early 1976 and again in the course of the year with experts 
of the \/orking Party on EUDISETj Format and Standards to 
exam.ine this matter in greater detail and pi?opose solutions, 
/ffote hy the Secretariat: the Bureau at its suhsequent meeting 
"on 20 Hovemhcr 1975 decided accordingly, agreed to the draft 
a^i;enda proposed hy the V/orking Party's Chairman, ivir, J. Linford, 
and fixed the date of the first me eting to he held on 
1 jj- 1 V Feh rua r y 1976 at the Council 'of Burolpe ' s IFaris Office, 
the oTFicial" invitations to he sent out hy the Secretariat in 
due course^/ 

10« It v;as realised that the majority of countries reported 
in their nationul surveys on hoth ongoing and completed research, 
vihereas some countries had concentrated their surveys on ongoing 
research. As the selection of projects to he reported upon on 
worksheets v,as a national matter, it was felt -uhat the majority 
would report on hoth types of research and some would only report 
on ongoing research. It was agreed that this prohlem could he 
left over for co-ordination at one of the future meetings of 
the editors: what meti;cred at present was to estahlish EUDISED 
S D as such. In this context participants again drew attention 
to the necess ity to rea ch an a g reemen t on selection crj/teria 
and requested* the Seclretariat to suhmit "this mattelT'to the 
Educational Research Committee at its next annual meeting. She 
hope was expressed that the Committee would set up a working 
party of researchers and EUDISjiil) experts to propose selection 
criteria in the course of 1977. 

11. In the course oi* the discussion, n ewsletters , current 
awa reness serv ic es and SBI serv ices provided already hy some 
naTional agencies were repeatedly mentioned. Participants 
welcomed these national activities which thej felt to he a 
necessary complement to LUDISED and expressed the hope that 
such services would develop and spread further notwithstanding 
the present financial stringency. 

12* The next joint meeting of the editors and of the Bureau 
will be held in Strasbourg on 25-26 May 1976. 

The meeting, which had begun on 18 November 1975 at 9.30 am, 
was concluded on 19 November 1975 at 12.30 pm.
